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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
Patent No. 5,832,941 (Murrilo). 

Regarding claims 1 and 2, Murrillo discloses a portable case 1 (Figures 1 and 2) 
combining: 

a cover body 21 for opening and closing the case 1 and including a 
storage art (Figures 1 and 2, column 2, lines 39-43); 
A light source 31 capable of radiating multiple types of light (Figures 1 and 
2, column 3, lines 6-14); 

A battery emerging the light source 31 (Figures 1 and 2, column 2, lines 
44-49); a selector switch 32 switching the type of light emitted by the light 
source 31 (Figures 1 and 2, column 3, lines 6-14); and 
A light control means 34 controlling the brightness of the light emitted by 
the light source 32 (Figures 1 and 2, column 3, lines 6-14).
